to. Radio stations said the text 
hail been released but they did 
not read a full version. Newspa­ 
pers were planning to publish 
thi' ant ¡government blast in to 
day’s editions. 
The kidnapers' note told the

State of the Economy 
* 
Inflationary psychology just will not 
break when 
employment and demand remain high. That is a major 
reason for the continued inflationary cycle. 
It still dom­ 
inates the state of the economy. 
Those are some thoughts one gleans from addresses 
recently made by Paul W. McCracken, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
He addressed the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin Graduate School of Banking in Madi­ 
son, and the American Statistical Association in New 
York. 
One of the main indicators of the state of the economy, 
McCracken said, is the money supply in the country and 
in the developed nations of the globe. 
The council is 
closely watching rates of monetary and credit expansion. 
They are not too conclusive. 
In fact. McCracken said, 
“We find the figures themselves falling apart on us.” 
In other words, the monetary indicators, both national 
and global, are not too reliable. 
McCracken pointed to a new and disturbing attitude 
in the market place: “a hardened skepticism about the 
future value of money, that has become deeply embedded 
in private decision making.” 
Real economic growth has slowed. Most of the growth 
is due to price increase. There has been little restraint 
in prices. 
Higher and higher prices are retarding the 
efforts to control inflation. Nevertheless, McCracken had 
no use for price and wage control. 
“Controls—on wages, prices, dividends, profits— have 
a disruptive effect.” McCracken said. “They don't work. 
They produce a misallocation of productive resources 
and they are even a bit immoral." 
Price and wage controls may still have to be involved, 
no matter what McCracken says. Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury David M. Kennedy leads those who believe they are 
necessary to control inflation. 
There are preliminary indications that the economy 
may at last be slowing. But if they are not harbingers 
of the slowdown needed to curb inflation, then more 
radical measures may have to be taken. 


The Export Market 


The year 1968 was a touch and go time for foreign 
trade. For example, the United States had the smallest 
trade surplus in 31 years. 
Exports surplus plummeted 
from the 1967 figure of $4.1 billion to $726 million. Total 
U.S. exports were $34.6 billion, while imports rose to 
$33.874 billion. 


A drop in exports under the Food for-Peaee program 
accounted for two-thirds of a farm export decline of $600 
million. Farm exports dropped from $6.3 billion to $5.7 
billion. A large share of this drop was attributed to the 
longshoremen’s strike, which tied up shipping. 
It was 
also due both to the fact that foreign countries, notably 
India and Pakistan, raised their production of grains, and 
also to the price war on wheat launched by the European 
Common Market. Canada, and Australia. 
The United States faces a rising surplus of wheat 
and feed grains. American farms would do better to cater 
to the home market and understand that the foreign mar­ 
ket is drying up because more and more nations are get­ 
ting to be self sustaining in grains at least. 
With food prices leading the increase in the cost of 
living, farms should tailor their production to the home 
market to help meet the demand and reduce the cost of 
living. 


L. W. Carlson, a contractor from Newcastle, Wvo., is 
flying to Italy the end of this month to present a plan 
for stabilizing the leaning tower of Pisa.

The following l e t t e r has 
been chosen as the prize win 
ning one for this week. A copy 
of Emily Post’s Etiquette has 
been sent to Mrs. Fink of Palo 
Alto, Calif. 
Dear Mrs. Post; In answer 
to a question on sending cash 
to a bereaved family, you 
stated that it is “ often a ^reat 
help 
in 
paying 
exhorbitant 
funeral 
expenses.” 
I 
think 
that nothing is in poorer taste 
than exhorbitant funerals. The 
deceased is certainly not im­ 
pressed with lavish displays, 
and who else would the fam­ 
ily be trying to honor. 
My grandmother was buried 
in a simple wooden coffin with 
no 
ornamentation. 
We 
re­ 
quested that she be rem em ­ 
bered with charitable dona­ 
tions rather than with flowers. 
It is comforting to know that 
donations were made to hos­ 
pitals. schools, various disease 
research 
organizations 
and 
relief groups. Now her death, 
as her life, has meaning. The 
funeral is a transition for the 
family and should leave one 
loving the deceased—not de­ 
spising him, or her. for cauv 
ing the family to end up with 
debts that may take years to 
pay—Martha Fink 
Dear Mrs. Fink: Personal­ 
ly. I agree with you 100 per 
cent. I believe that a deducti 
ble contribution is a far more 
meaningful memorial than an 
expensive funeral. Such a gift 
also serves a more lasting 
purpose than masses of flow­ 
ers. However, while I do not 
share their feeling. I recog­ 
nize 
that 
there 
are 
many 
people who find that their 
devotion and sorrow can only 
be expressed by providing an 
elaborate funeral, and their 
grief is somewhat softened by 
the beauty of flowers and the 
thought that they have pro­ 
vided 
the 
most 
impressive 
burial possible. This is not 
necessarily “ poor taste.” but 
your letter is an eloquent plea 
for helping the living while 
honoring the dead. 
As to the answer I gave in 
the column, no m atter how 
simple, all funeral expenses 
are high. A “community” gift 
to a widow' can often make 
the difference between grant­ 
ing her a worry-free existence 
in the unhappy months follow 
ing the funeral, or months of 
paying 
off 
a 
mountain 
of 
debts.
